The traces of the South Carolina 
comet, still only in their beginnings, 
are more th a n 1,500 scars, elliptical 
craters, form ed in the earth in that 
portion of South Carolina forming 
| the "coastal plain bounded approxi­ 
m ately by the Savannah river on the 
south and Cape Lookout on the 
north.” 
These craters, averaging half a 
mile long, were m ade unmistakably 
by meteors, but by such a flock of 
them as only a com et’s head could 
carry.

ALWAYS feel rather thrilled when I think of th a t inspiring line, 
written by I know not whom, as follows: 
“W hen a great man dies he 
leaves an afterglow far into the night.” 
I thought of this the other day when I viewed a marvelously beautiful 
painting by G ari M elcher, exhibited in a prom inent New York gallery. 
This great painter has just died a t the age of 72. 
It was about 20 years 
ago when I first became fascinated by his original and vibrant paintings. 
B ut the painting th a t I viewed recently was so youthful, so gloriously 
and astoundingly beautiful, that I felt sure it must have been painted 
when the artist was a young man. 
But he was exactly 71 years of age at 
the time! 
This was the more easily understood, however, when I read a state­ 
m ent about this rem arkable artist by a man who had a studio next to his 
in New York for 16 years. 
“W henever I tired,” wrote this friend of 
M elcher^, "and laid aside my brush. I ’d drop in on him. 
There he was, 
painting away. He was one of the youngest men I have ever known.” 
The painter occupies a unique place in the world. 
Living upon 
beauty, he distributes it at death. 
His is a real “afterglow.” 
I have had 
the opportunity of viewing other marvelous paintings lately by those who 
have long since passed away—leaving an afterglow far into the years. 
I 
saw W histler’s “Mother" and Winslow- Homer s “Eight Bells,” as well ars 
m any others. 
In a great painting you see more of the soul of a m an than in any 
other “left-behinds,” 
Melchers was honored all over the world and had enough medals and 
ribbons to m ake him a suit of clothes—but he just kept on painting better 
and better. He was honored at the French Salon at the age of but 29 with 
the grand medal of honor—given but to two other United States artists— 
W histler and Sargent. 
But at the age of 72 he did as youthful and as 
beautiful things as then. 
He was born in Detroit, Michigan, in 1860. 
No true artist should ever get discouraged—yet it is rare that any ever 
do not. Most of them die poor ancl struggle all their lives. 
W hat givers 
they are. though! 
They beautify the ages. 
Poets and artists should 
never have to worry about their “next meal," G overnm ents should a t­ 
tend to that. 
I hope they will some day. 
I ll gladly pay my share!
